follows:3

1. Page 31, after line 31 by inserting:4

1. There is appropriated from the general fund8

of the state to the department of management for the9

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014, and ending June 30,10

2015, the following amount, or so much thereof as is11

necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:12

For distribution to one or more community13

foundations, to match private cash contributions14

made through Iowa-based community foundations to15

United States-based nonprofit organizations providing16

humanitarian relief or rebuilding assistance in17

response to a national or international natural18

disaster:19

Notwithstanding section 8.33, moneys appropriated in21

this section that remain unencumbered or unobligated22

at the close of the fiscal year shall not revert but23

shall remain available for expenditure for the purposes24

designated until the close of the succeeding fiscal25

year.26

2. Moneys shall be distributed if authorized27

by executive order of the governor after approval28

by resolution of the executive council and with29

notification to the general assembly and the30

legislative services agency. The resolution and31

executive order shall specify the total amount that32

shall be distributed, the location of the disaster33

to be addressed and the limitations, if any, on the34

organizations that may receive funding or the nature35

of assistance to be provided with matched moneys.36

A single resolution shall not authorize more than37

$1,000,000 in matching moneys. Moneys authorized38

for distribution shall be paid by the department39

of management to one or more Iowa-based community40

foundations after documentation is received by the41

department showing charitable contributions made by42

persons in Iowa on a dollar-for-dollar basis, with43

100 percent of both private and state dollars to be44

delivered to one or more bona fide United States-based45

nonprofit organizations providing humanitarian relief46

or rebuilding assistance in response to a national or47

international natural disaster.48

3. Moneys authorized for expenditure shall remain49

available until expended or until the resolution50
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authorizing the expenditures is rescinded by the1

executive council.>2
